In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 2^3* Section M-5 
et seq. of the General Laws,- Tercentenary Edition, relative to the 
inspection*, condition and safety of the dams of Hampden County, our 
Engineer* while inspecting the daas -in Agawam inspected the dam at 
the Girl Scout day eaiap .just downstream from the Mawaga Dam, Though 
your dam is not large enough, nor ddes it have a large enough drain- 
age area to come under the requirements of the General Law, we feel 
that his report to us should he passed en to the Girl Scout organiza- 
tion for informational purposes and compliance if so desired. Our 
Engineers report to our Board is as follows: 

"This dam does not come under County control, however, since 
it is immediately downstream from the Mawaga Bam, the -under- 
signed inspected it. The dam was recently constructed after 
consultation fey the owners 'with the -undersigned, and is 
used to form a very small swimming and wading pool at the 
Girl Sco^lt day camp. The dam is constructed of an earth 
embankment containing a wooden flume through its center, 
into which stop planks can be placed in order to form the 
pond, and then can be withdrawn in order to lower the pond. 
The wooden flume is adequate for anticipated high runoffs 
provided the flume is free from any obstructions. At the 
present time diagonal braces cross the flume and could be 
a cause for plugging of the flume with debris. It would 
. be :v advisable for J the owners to remove these diagonal braces 
and, if necessary, provide some better means of bracing 
the timber walls against the thrust of the earth," . 

If you so desire- we will be pleased to have our Engineer in- 
spect your dam from time to time x*hen he is in the area, in order 
to keep you informed on its condition and advise you on any repairs 
needed to maintain its safety.

Gentlemen: 

The undersigned received a telephone request from a representative 
of the Mawaga Sportsmen's Club in Agawam for an inspection of the 
dam and pond to determine whether or not the construction of a housing 
development adjacent to the Mawaga property is endangering the dam as 
a result of storm water runoff being discharged into a brook that flows 
onto property of the Mawaga Sportsmen's Club and into their pond behind 
the dam. 

Mr. L. E. Fournier, a member of the Board of Directors of the Club 
is the person who contacted me and requested the inspection. 

An inspection of the area, and the pond formed by the dam was made by 
the undersigned during the heavy rainstorm of Tuesday, February 3rd, 
The undersigned observed that a housing development is under construc- 
tion on land adjacent to the Mawaga Sportsmen's Club property and 
southerly of Adams Street in Agawam. Streets within the development 
have been roughed out, underground piping has been installed, and in- 
cluded among the underground pipelines is a surface drainage system 
with a discharge pipe that terminates in a brook adjacent to the Mawaga 
property and which flows across Mawaga property into their pond. 

I did not measure the discharge pipe from the drainage system but it is 
approximately 18" in diameter. On the day of my inspection, the pipe 
was flowing about one-third full and was discharging a very muddy water 
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into the brook. Water in the brook was clean and clear except for the 
discharge by the surface drainage pipeline. Water in the brook from 
the end of the drainpipe to the pond was very muddy and even the water 
in the pond itself was becoming quite brown and dirty looking in the 
general area where the brook discharged into the pond. 

Based upon the quantity of -water that the drainpipe can discharge into 
the brook and thence to the pond upstream of the dam, this additional 
flow, in my opinion, does not endanger the safety of the dam. In time 
of storm flow conditions, the discharge from the drainpipe will repre- 
sent a very small percentage of the total drainage area runoff. 

Following my inspection, I informed Mr. Fournier verbally via tele- 
phone, that I am of the opinion that the problem is not one of safety of 
the dam because of the drainage system discharge into the brook above 
the darn, but is one of a civil nature wherein an abutting property owner 
is altering the quality of water flowing into their pond. 1 further pointed 
out that even if the increase in flow resulting from the development 
drainage system did affect the safety of the dam, the Mawaga Sportsmen's 
Club,as owner of the dam, would be responsible to make the dam safe.

Streets within the development 
have been roughed out, underground piping has been installed, and in- 
cluded among the underground pipelines is a surface drainage system 
with a discharge pipe that terminates in a brook adjacent to the Mawaga 
property and which flows across Mawaga property into their pond. 

I did not measure the discharge pipe from the drainage system but it is 
approximately 18" in diameter. On the day of my inspection, the pipe 
was flowing about one-third full and was discharging a very muddy water

In accordance with Chapter 253, Section ^5, et seq. of the General 
Laws, Tercentenary Edition, relative, to the inspection, condition 
and safety of dams in Hampden County, you are hereby advised that 
your dam located on your property off of Garden Street in Agawam, 
has recently been inspected by our Engineer and your attention is 
called to the following conditions noted and recommendations made 
by him. 

"No changes have been made at this dam since the time of 
the last inspection. The dam appears to have been abandoned 
by the owner. The embankment is in poor condition. Holes 
and eroded areas were noted and it is becoming overgrown with 
weeds and small brush. 

Only the lower stoplogs were in place in the spillway notch 
and water level in storage was at a low elevation. The masonry 
spillway structure is in need of repairs. 

If this dam is to remain active, then it should be properly 
maintained and the swale spillway previously recommended 
should be built on natural ground around the right end of 
the embankment. 

As existing the dam is not safe. However, the chance that 
the dam will fail Is very small. Should the spillway become 
plugged with debris, and heavy run-off conditions occur, It is 
quite possible that the pond elevation would rise to the top 
of the earth embankment and the storm flow would pass over 
the earth embankment.
